2. Claims 1 , 3 through 6, 10 through 16 and 18 through 22 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Teo et al 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Note the movable pad 203,205 movable between a first position in which it 
impedes a leading edge of sheets fed from the stack and a pair of stationary pads 106 
(opposite the elements 101 of the feed roller assembly). See Figure 2. Note also the 
movable pad 203,205 is biased toward the first position (see column 5 lines 55-64). 

3. Claims 17, 24 and 25 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claim 23 is allowed. 
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5. Applicant's arguments filed 4 January 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant has argued the movable pad 203,205 of Teo et al is not 
designed to nor does it impede the leading edge of sheets fed from the stack along the 
media path. It is the examiner's position that the movable pad of Teo et al is movable 
between a position to block or impede fed sheets as illustrated in Fig. 4a and a position 
where the pad does not block or impede the sheets as illustrated in Fig. 4c.
